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THE FISHERY LAW. 


An amendment to the fishery law o 
Nevada is needed, and we hope it will 
be made during the present session of 
the Zegtstature. The close season 
now Commences April 1, just when 
the fish are most abundant in the 
river, and running up to their spawn- 
ing beds. The fishing season closes 
here just when it opens in California. 
The operation of onr law is peculiar, 
as far as concerns the fish in the 
Truckee river. Just when the fishing 
is at its best in the river the close 
season comes, but across the 
State line above Verdi the Californi- 
ans, or those fishing in California, can 
catch all the fish the} want for their 
own use or for market. Fish which 
candot legally be caught this side of 
the State line are captured on the 
other side of it, and sent here for sale. 
The effect.of our law is to protect the 
fish in the Pruckee river for the benefit 
of California.So far as the preservation 
of the fish is concerned, we think the 
law all wrong. All the fish that can 
be fairly caught with hook and line in 
the river will never exhaust the sup- 
ply. The -season during which the 
fish in the river will take the hook is 
brief; at other times they will not 
bite. The season of good fishing is just 
the season in which fishing is prohib- 
ited by the law. Moreover, it is 
probable that but few fish spawn in 
the river, Most of those which as- 
cend from Pyramid lake probably go 
up into Lake Tahoe to spawn, Fish- 
ermen say that many never leave Pyr- 
amii lake, spawning there year after 
year. Certain it is that there ure al- 
ways vast numbers of mature fish in 
' the lake; the fishing there being usu- 
ally good the year round, and even 
when trout are runniog frecly up the 
river. 

Gov. Kinkead's suggestion to have 
our close season made to correspond 
with the close season in California, is 
good. We hope to see it carried out. 


A CONTEMPLATED CRIME. 


Lander County's action in attempt- 
ing to repudiate its bonds of $200,000 
to the Nevada Central, will bring great 
di it Opon the State of Nevada as 
well s upon that county.

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UNIVERSALISM 


Reno, Jany. 7, 1881. 

Editor Gazettet — In your yester- 
day's issue you quote the New York 
Sun assaying that because orthodox 
ministers attend the funeral of a Uni- 
versalist clergyman, they must hence - 
forth be ranked with him in belief. 
Also “they have given up hell, as it 
was formerly preached, and their 
churches are filled with Universalists.“ 
According to the strict laws of logic 
and of common sense both of these 
statements are non-sequiturs. Dr. 
Cbapin was a very fine Christian man, 
despite his error on the point of Uni- 
versalism; and while a man may have 
some weakness of apprehension and 
understanding, on some one or more 
points of God's law, if he observes the 
cardinal points thereof and lives a 
Christian life, he will be honored; and 
admired by all true members of what- 
ever denomination of Christ's church. 

It is not true, in theory nor fact, 
that the Christian church is any less 
in perfect accord with God's word,— 
the Bible, than in the past centuries 
of the Christian era; 3 and as the 
eternal condemnation of the finally 
impenitent is clearly taught in this 
sacred volume, the great body of the 
church so believe to-day. The Bible 
is of Oriental origin and therefore 
uses s high style of imagery, in order 
to reach the minds of those addressed; 
and its style has been adapted for the 
great mass of humanity of all ages, 
climes and orders of intelligence. The 
great mass of mankind cannot be- 
come philosophers and spend their 
lives in speculacion; their happiness in 
this life and the next lies in grasping 
principles of action which will cause 
them to live here as men and women 
who must account to the great Crea- 
tor for all their opportunities and 
privileges. The Savior taught that 
the obedient should go away into life 
eternul and the disobedient into death 
eternal. 

As “one swallow does not make a 
summer,” so does not one Brovklyn 
(so-called) orthodox clergyman deter- 
mine the doctrinal standing of the 
Protestant church outside of Univer- 
salism. The man I speak of as or- 
thodox, the pastor of Plymouth 
church, Brookiyn, has always been 
known as the most erratic of erratics, 
and has a reputation for theological 
unsoundness and crudity of which any 
ordinarily well-read theological un- 
dergraduate would be ashamed. , 

About four years ago a Mr. Merriam 
was refused ordination and installa- 
tion into the office of pastur of a Con- 
gregational church in Massachusétts. 
This caused a cry from the secular 
papers of “persecution for constience 
sake.” The fact is, if Mr. M. was a 
Universalist, he had no moral right to 
seek admission to a pulpit where the 
opposite standards prevailed. He was 
refused by the council of ministers 
calledto examine him in theology. 
The secular newspapers then charged 
that the churches and ministers did 
not believe ie this doctrine of eternal 
punishment of those who die unrec- 
onciled to God. To see if there was 
any truth in this, one of the foremost 
religious papers in this country, the 
Boston Congregationalist, sent out one 
hundred letters to representative min- 
isters and churches in all the repre- 
sentative sections of the United 
States, asking their belief on this 
particular point, and the answers were 
atterwards published in “broadsides” 
of the Congregationalist: und were an 
unequivocal refutation of Beecher 
ism” and the unsupported assertions 
of the secular press, I cannot now 
give the number out of the 
hundred who, while not Univer- 
salists had a lean that way; but it was 
so insignificantly small as to be not 
worthy consideration, in view of the 
statements made. The great fact 
stands before the needy family of hu- 
man kind that the Savior taught eter- 
nal punishment for the wicked; and 
shall men and women act the part of 
the silly ostrich, which buries its head 
in the sand and then thinks itself safe 
from the pursuer? Shall men ignore 
God's laws, thinking thereby to arrest 
their certain operation? Wisdom says: 
Live in such a way that the awful. al- 
ternative shall not be ours.

The Production of Sex at Will. 

E. W. Crutcher, ‘one of the largest 
cattle breeders of Nevada, has read 
the article ia the Chicago Field on 
The Production of Sex at Will,“ and 
bias faith in the theory therein explain- 
ed. The article is designed to show 
cattle breeders how they can have 
their cows produce heifer or ball cal- 
ves, as desired.

He says the Piutes would have “a 
hard job” to whip the Washoes, man 
ſor man. Whiskey is all that has in- 
jured the physical powers of the red 
man, in Sides’ opinion. The languages 
of the two tribes are fundamentally 
different. The words for such family 
things as aby, water, squaw, etc., are 


totally unlike in the two languages.
